A doctor and his wife from the 
San Francisco Bay district called at 
the Museum for information on our 
desert palm. Washingtonia filifera. 
During 
an extended conversation 
they inquired about the age of Sal­ 
tón Sea. Their questions led me to 
suspect that few persons in Califor­ 
nia, and in Palm Springs in par­ 
ticular. realize the importance of the 
Saltón Sea in the decision made to 
build Boulder Dam. 
During 1904 and 1905 the Colorado 
River went on a series of rampages 
which finally ended in the entire 
Colorado River flowing into the Sal­ 
tón Sink and forming the Saltón 
Sea. If the river had not been turn­ 
ed back into its normal channel, 
leading to the Gulf of California, old 
Lake Cahuilla would have been re­ 
created, covering 
a 
large 
desert 
section from the northern edge of 
Indio south into bfexico. thus de­ 
stroying this rich agricultural sec­ 
tion. For this reason the formation 
of Saltón Sea> became a major argu­ 
ment for the building of Boulder 
Dam and its control of the Colorado 
River during flood stages. It seems 
to be quite a surprise to most peo­ 
ple that Saltón Sea. so far away 
from 
Boulder Dam. should have 
such a close.connection with it. 
White Marble Ridge is located on 
the Palm s to Pines Highway about 
three quarters of a mile west of the

junction of the Palm Springs-Indio 
Highway and the Palms to Pines 
Highway. Looking to the north of 
the road you will see this conspicu­ 
ous ledge of white rock. It is of great 
age. being a member of 
the old 
Paleozoic metamorphics. Last Sun­ 
day a party visited While Marble 
Ridge to collect specimens for the 
Museum. After doing this we de­ 
cided to hike over the mountain 
slopes on a short exploring expe­ 
dition. 
We found several minor canyons 
and finally came into the head of 
Ramon Canyon. There is much in­ 
teresting geology in this particular 
section including a fault zone that 
has given rise to many slickensides. 
This may be a new term for you but 
it is quite simple as it is highly de­ 
scriptive of what 
slippage 
along 
fault lines will do to the rock sur 
faces as they are pressed together 
in this sliding motion. The surfaces 
become quite 
smooth 
and 
often 
glazed with minerals formed under 
the pressure and head during the 
movement of the rocks. We secured 
several good specimens of slicken­ 
sides which are on display at the 
Museum. 
We had never been in Ramon 
Canyon but became suspicious w hen' 
we saw a definite 
well-traveled 
coyote trail in the sand. We follow­ 
ed down the canyon coming to a 
sloping ledge about fifteen feet high 
that had been worn smooth by run­ 
ning water. Here the coyotes had 
set 
their 
brakes, slid down 
the 
smooth rock and jumped the last 
few feet, making deep prints in the 
sand. The trail continued down the 
canyon. We came to a thicket of 
mesquiie trees and w e were sure we 
were on the trail of a find. Bill Hil- 
lery made his way through the 
thicket while Doctor Harvey and I 
climbed along the slopes of the rocky 
canyon. Bill let out a shout, "Here's 
a palm tree, but it is a date palm." 
Sure enough it was a date palm. 
White men had been here 
many i 
years before us. We were somewhat 


disappointed as we had expected to 
find native desert palms. However, 
palms were only a part of our dis­ 
covery. There was a spring of drink­ 
ing water. A little further searching 
revealed the presence of an Indian 
grinding hole in one of the flattish 
boulders in the bottom of the can­ 
yon. Sometimes these grinding holes 
are difficult to find as they are 
covered completely with sand during 
the freshet season. 
The presence of this spring lied 
‘ogother a number of loose ends that 
we had been working on in con­ 
nection with former Indian habi­ 
tation in this particular section.
